It leaves 
some points 


obscure that ought to have been 
made ,definite beyond 
dis- 


pute. 
As a result there is a difference 
of opinion among 


4 those concerned 
as to the 
true interpretation 
of the law. 


Under the nine hour rule, which has been in vogue in this 


County for seven 
years, 
the miners 
have 
been 
going 
one 


way—either down the shaft to their work or up 
the shaft 


after quitting work —on the company's 
time. 
This was by 


amicable arrangement 
between the parties 
concerned. 
The 


rule is not fixed by law in any 
way. 
Now, however, 
that 


eight hours is the limitof a legal day's work for miners, 
the 


question when the eight hours commence 
and end 
becomes 


a vital one. 
Some 
of those 
primarily 
concerned 
take 


the view that as the law was 
passed 
for their 
benefit, they 


ought to reap benefit therefrom by an actual 
shortening 
of 


the hours 
of underground 
toil. 
An extreme 
view is that 


both going down and 
coming up the shaft 
should be in- 


cluded in the eight hours. 
The mine owners 
contend 
that 


-eight hours work means eight hours in active mining, ex- 
clusive of the time consumed 
in traveling 
to or from the 


point of*operation. 


The law is explicit enough in excluding 
the time taken 


for lunch from the eight hours. 
There is no room 
for dis- 


cussion on that proposition. 
Itis regretable 
that the ?ther 


point, in regard to going down and up shaft, was not settled 
withequal definiteness. 
Itis simply another 
case 
of hasty 


and 
ill-digested 
legislation. 
A full discussion 
of 
the 


measure 
when it was on its passage, 
would surely 
have 
re- 


vealed these 
defects, so that they might have been 
remedied 


before final"passage. 
But the bill seems 
to have slipped 


through the legislature without drawing the attention 
that 


such an important measure 
was naturally 
entitled 
to. It 


may have been programmed 
by its author to go through 


comparatively 
unnoticed. 
Ifso the defects 
that 
are 
now 


coming to the front should cause no surprise. 


Another point made.is 
that the literal interpretation 
of 


the law as itstands makes it a misdmeanor 
for a miner to 


work more than eight hours out of twenty-four underground, 
whether he is willingto do so or not, except 
of course in 


cases of emergency or peril. 
To that extent 
therefore it 


takes away the right of the miner himself to control his own 
hours of labor. 
He must not work overtime, 
when for in- 


stance, 
working on tribute or piece work, even though it be 


to his own interest to work longer than eight 
hours. 
This 


question has raised the point of whether the new law will 
stand the test ofconstitutionality.

A press dispatch from Stockton, 
dated May 3, says : 
“ The one-hundred 
underground 
miners at the Penn Chemical Com­ 
pany’s copper mino, Campo Seco, aro 
nut on strike. 
The underground men 
had been working on nino-lionr shifts 
until Saturday, 
when tho new state 
eight-hour law wont, Into elleet. 
The 
mine management notified tho men 
thnt they 
would 
work eight-hour 
shifts, but would 
have to go aud 
oome and (ire blasts on ttieir own 
time. The miners thereupon walked 
out. 
Yesterdny tho 
mine 
management 
brought in a new underground fore­ 
man, John Moore. 
The strikers met 
him at the stage station'nnd ran him 
out of town. 
He did not oome baok. 
There has been no actual violenoe 
eojfar.,, 
The above, as is usual with news 
Items contributed at a distance lrom 
the locality of the occurence narrated, 
is no doubt 
iuaoourate in several 
particulars; as for instance the firing 
of blasts on m iner’s time, and the 
date when the eight-hour law goes 
into effect. 
However, there is no 
doubt a labor trouble is on at Camp 
Seco copper mine owing to differences 
of interpretation 
of the eight-hour 
law. 
The exaot particulars have not 
reached here.

and together they went down to the 
platform where the man had been 
when he lighted the match.

found on the door sill against the 
door just telow where the electric 
power wires enter the mill, a bunch 
of 
new 
clean 
waste 
thoroughly 
saturated with coal oil, a piece of 
candle about tour inches long with 
the wiok scorched and a few pieces of 
kindling wood.—Amador Record.

THE EIGHT HOUR L/\W. 


One day last weak a delegation of 
miners, consisting of eight men. In n 
tor each of the following nationali­ 
ties— A mnrlonn, 
English, Austrian 
mui Italian, 
waited upon W. F. 
Defort, superintendent of the Zefla 
nilne, for enlightenment nnd d is ­ 
cussion of the new inw regulating 
lhe hours of labor in mines and 
mills. 
I'he new law was rend to 
them and ita provisions explained. 
It was pointed out that the employes 
underground were ns well olf undei 
• lie ennuitinna of labor which have 
prevailed in this county for a n u m ­ 
ber of years, ns: they would he under 
a strict enforcement of the new law. 
After t,ho pro and con ot thn innttor 
had been freely discussed, the dele­ 
gation was unanimous in favor of 
Continuing the old system, convinced 
that, the eight hour law was practical­ 
ly in olfoct iu the mines of Amador 
county, and that, the miners would be 
mote likely to lose than gain by tbo 
litorul interpretation of the new law, 
us explained to them. 
Wo u n d er­ 
stand that 
the delegates departed, 
and reported 
to their respective 
elements the wisdom of letting things 
gn on ns heretofore. 
All were ngree- 
nnle to this solution ot the question, 
excopt a few disaffected ones, who 
declined to acquiesce in the recom ­ 
mendation of the delegation. 
No trouble is anticipated over the 
change, but the failure to reach a 
unanimous agreement, has resulted 
in the announcement on the part of 
the mines ot Amador oouncy ou M on­ 
day last, which will be lived up to by 
all the companies whose names are 
appended thereto. The notice reads:

It crosses the r o a r in g Cascades on o rie n ta l bridges of h a n d s o m e 
design, a n d from its c entr al p a r t the buildings of Hawaii and A la sk a, 
backed by the enorm ous fe d e r a l structure, are d ire c tly to the north. 
J u s t to the west of K lo n d ik e Circle the Pay S t r e a k winds In a g e n e r a l 
direction from north to s o u t h , an d a t the e a s t e r n end the land giv es 
way precipito usly to th e s h o r e s of Lake W a sh in g to n . 
It is on this b e a u ­ 
tiful s h o r e of the lake the n a t u r a l ampitheatre is located, an d n a tu r e h a s 
so q u a in t ly formed this d e li g h tf u l spot, that, s m a l l effort has been r e ­ 
quired of m a n to tr a n sfo r m it Into as perfect a n exhibition place a s is 
possible. 
Its curving, slo p in g sides complete a semi-circle, and from Its 
tiers of to w erin g seats 30,000 spectators may w itn e s s th e e n te r ta i n m e n t s 
with no possibilities of o c c u p y in g a single u n d e s i r a b le seat. 
A w o n d e rfu l variety of a rch ite c tu ra l display is show n by the m a n y 
bu il din gs th r o u g h which Y u k o n Avenue passes, a n d d u r i n g its course t h e 
visitor p a ss e s from m a n - m a d e m o n u m en ts t h r o u g h p a rts of magnificent 
forests w h o s e g randeur h a s n e v e r been m arre d by t h e destructive c r a f t 
of M a m m o n ’s disciples. 
F r o m every side Ihe line of horizon is defined 
by m o u n t a i n s whose lines a r e delineated in p e r p e t u a l snow, and s t r e t c h ­ 
ing a w a y as far as the eye c a n tr a v e l rest the w a t e r s of P uget Sound.

Tho produotion of eloctrlc c u rre n t 
from the d iren t heat of'the sun 
is n 
tantalizing problem, nud the claim ot 
Ü. H. Cove, a British experim enter, 
that he has suoceeded in transm uting 
sunshine lu to electric energy for his 
workslilp m u st reawaken old visions. 
As the ap p a ratu s is described, a steel 
framework receives tbo solar rays. 
This is divided into 1(1 squares of one 
foot each, 
and each square co n tain s 
Cl m etallic plugs of secret co m p o ­ 
sition, wbioh are set with one end 
under glass, the other being exposed 
to air and screened from the sun. 
The difference in temporatnre 
b e ­ 
tween the 
two ends of the 
p lu g s 
geuerates a thermo-electric c u rren t, 
whioh 
charges a 
storage 
battery. 
When the voltage drops below th a t of 
the storage cells, on the setting of the 
sun or its passage behind a clo u d , 
they are o u t o u t automatically. 
The uew smokeless tuel of S herard 
Cowper-Coles is made by mixing one 
nnrt by w eight of wet Jieat with two 
parts of bitu m in o u s coal, aud heating 
in a retort five hours at about 850 
degrees F. 
T he temperature, aided 
by the steam from the peat, 
íb ju s t 
sufficient to drive off tbe h y d ro -car­ 
bons that produce smoke. 
The coal 
binds tbe pent into a coherent mass, 
Hnd this 
fu el has 
blgb 
caloritio 
value, ig n itin g readily in an o rdinary 
grate aud b u rn iu g economically an d 
without sm oke. 
The tar and o th e r 
products d istille d over in the watery 
extract may be condeused 
into 
a 
superior pitch, 
while tbe gases m ay 
be burned to supply tbe beat req u ired 
by tbe process. 
Tbe u n iq u e policem en’s spectacles 
provided by 
Commandant Houie, 
of 
Paris, ate ingeniously designed 
to 
show bis m en wbat is behind them . 
Small ooncave m irrors are attached 
to the o u te r corners 
of 
o rdinary 
glasses, aud in the tests made th ese 
did not in terfe re in any way w ith 
forward vision, but gave tbe wearers 
a good view of wbat was going on 
i u 
tho 
rear, 
th u s 
adding 
to 
tb e ir 
efficiency as watchmen. 
A rem arkable “ Falaco of M irages,” 
an improved form of an exhibit at 
tbe E xposition of 1900, is a feature 
added by E u g en e Henard the P'reucb 
architect, to tbe Musee Grevin 
of 
Paris. 
It is a hexagonal room, w ith 
six mirrors as walls, and at each of 
the six angles is nu accurately fitted 
rotating d ru m , with three pairs of 
mirrors arranged to give three d iffe r­ 
ent corners as they are turned iu to 
place. 
H tauding in the centre of tbo 
chamber, one sees it surrounded 
by 
six 
identical 
rooms these iu tu r n 
surrounded 
by 
a 
second ring 
of 
twelve, this again by a ring of e ig h ­ 
teen, aud so on indefinitely. 
Three 
sets of pillars have been prepared to 
mouut in th e angles of tbe corner 
pairs of m irrow s; tbe reflections from 
tbe first set give tbe spectator tb e 
impression of a vast Hindoo tem ple, 
with statues 
ot Brahma, Hiva an d 
Vishnu; as th e diu m s are turned oue- 
tbird, an A rabian palace is present 
ed; aud another third of a revolutiou 
gives an endless lorest. 
The scenery 
on the 
p illars is very simple—tb e 
forest growing in the mirrows from a 
single tree-tru u k and one branch of 
leaves iu each of tho six corners. F o r 


lautastio 
effects 
in 
illum itiatloc, 
2500 colored eleo tric lamps have beeu 
provided, of which 1800 are lighted 
at onoe, nud th e lights produced iu 
tbe 30 rooms duo to tbs first three 
refloctious n u m b e r Of,200. 
A mirrow 
ceiling adds to tbo reflection m ade 
visible. 


Tbe hygienic aud curative effects 
of sunshine have beeu found in tbe 
rays of the iucuudescout electric lam p 
by Miramout d e Laroquette, a French 
medical man.

ing low foruiH like bacteria; and iu 
men aud o th e r auimals they cause

The new m ilk sterilizing process of 
M. 
Lastro, professor of physiology 
ut the Horbuuue, consists iu pouring 
the milk siuwiy iuto a tunnel uuder 
close 
exposure 
to tho ultru-violet 


rays of a m ercury-vapor lamp. 
The 
milk la not, changed in taste or in 
chemical eom poaition. 
Natural miujimificatlon, the chang­ 
ing ot the hum an body Into a «tried 
condition 
without, 
artificial tre a t­ 
ment, is an extrem ely rare pheno­ 
menon. 
in a case reported by lion. 
H. WoKTaohn, of British Honduras, a 
middle aged coolie who disappeared 
between January 
and March, 
was found more than a year after­ 
ward, on May fi, 11)08, in a corrugated 
iron hut. as a perfectly 
preserved 
mummy. 
The 
h u t in a somewhnt, 
isolated stmt at Sifcnti, was raised on 
blocks 4 or 5 feet above the ground, 
and had r door mid three shutters, 
one shutter being open, while one 
had 
tallen 
out.

was 
clothed In a co tto n undershirt., dark 
jerrey and duck tro u sers,—two pieces

G O V E R N M E N T A L 
O W N E R S H IP . 


T h e agitation about the ownership of public utilities by 
the government is fenced around with a great deal of mis­ 
conception. 
It sounds very nice for the people collectively 
to o.vn railroads, water works, telegraph and telephone lines, 
and so forth. 
In theory it is flattening to the average citizen 
to think that he, as a component part of the people, would 
be interested in such ownership. 
A n d the idea is held out 
that the profits of such enterprises, which under private 
ownership go to swell the revenues of the stockholders, 
would inure for the benefit of tlie public, and bring about a 
corresponding reduction in general 
taxation. 
San Fran­ 
cisco is at present, 
and has been for several 
years, over* 
w rought on this question. 
E v e ry flimsy argum ent is in­ 
vented to strengthen the sentiment in behalf of public owner­ 
ship. 
Probably not one in a score of those who advocate 
such ownership have lived in any country or city where the 
system has been practiced. 
T h ey take it for granted that 
ownership by all the people must be preferable to owner­ 
ship by a few of the people. 
It is doubtful of public ownership, if generally adopted, 
would come anywhere near meeting the expectations 
of 
these theorists. 
A ll the states of the Union have forged 
ahead in progress and development, owing largely to the 
enterprise of private capital. 
H ad these vast enterprises 
been left in the hands of the government, we would have 
been fifty years behind the point now reached. 
A ll countries 
where government ownership prevails are backward -in de­ 
velopment, as compared with the United States. 
A s a rule 
government enterprises move slowly, and cost considerably 
more than tlie same work under private control. 
It is a fact, 
that notwithstanding the hue and cry against extortionate 
railroad charges, they are materially lower than fares and 
freights on government owned lines. 


It is clear that, a wide difference of opinion exists as to the 
proper construction of the eight hour law which goes iuto 
effect May 9. 
Still it would be folly to cause any stoppage 
of the mining industry in Amador county on this account 
by a ctrike. 
It is purely a question for the courts to settle- 
Neither the mine owners on the one side nor the employes 
on the other can decide the issue finally. 
Neither a walk 
out nor a lock out would prove auythiug. 
T ru ly, under the 
circumstances it would be preferable for both sides to agree 
upon a test case, and work on as usual until the issue can be 
decisively settled by the court of final resort.
